War Heroes There

two World War II heroes, hold- 
ers of the Congressional Medal 
of Honor, the nation’s highest 
award, now on duty at Fort 
Rucker. 

One received his decoration 
on Okinawa and the other in 
Italy, both then enlisted men. 
They are Sergeant Alexandro 
Ruiz and Major Van T. Bare- 
foot. 

Sgt. Ruiz earned his award 
as a private of Company A, 165 
Infantry on Okinawa in 1945. 
His company was pinned down 
by enemy fire when he jump- 
ed to his feet and drew most 
of the enemy fire as he advanc- 
ed and poured hundreds_ of 
rounds of ammunition at the 
enemy pillbox before his rifle 
jammed. He returned for an- 
other rifle and again charged 
the pillbox. Wounded by a 
grenade fragment, he climbed 
to the top of the pillbox and 


tossed grenades inside and 
knocked it out, 

On May 23, 1944, Major Bare- 
foot, then a technical sergeant, 
near Carano, Italy, knockec 
out two German machine gun 
nests and captured 17 prison- 
ers. Later he placed himself in 
the path of three Mark VI 
tanks, disabled one and made 
the others veer off. He killed 
the crew of the tank, and then 
carried two of his fellow Amer- 
icans to safety. He is now un- 
dergoing flight training at Fort 
Rucker,

Coffee Making 


So often we hear people say 
they can’t make a good cup of 
coffee.

TWO TRIED BY 
JURY AND SIX

Six persons pleaded guilty to 
criminal charges in Coffee 
county Circuit Court in Kiba 
last week before Judge Bris F. 
Paul while two cases were tried 
by jury with a mistrial ordered 
in one and acquittal In the 
other, 

The mistrial was ordered for 
John Gibbs of ‘Talladega, 
charged with obtaining money 
under false pretenses after 
members of the jury couldn't 
agree upon a verdict, He was 
charged with giving worthless 
checks totaling about $6,000 to 
the Elba Livestock Market. 

Ned Brannon, charged with 
third degree arson, was freed 
by a jury. He was arrested by 
the Alabama Highway Patrol 
when his automobile was found 
burning on the cutoff road be- 
tween Blba and Opp. Br. Bran- 
non said his car caught afire 
while driving along the high-

VOTES SET ON 
CROP QUOTAS 
IN DECEMBER 


Cotton acreage allotments 
for the 1960 upland crops are 
now being established for all 
the eligible farms in Coffee 
county, according to Lester 
Gunter, chairman of County 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Committee, New 
Brockton, Notice of the allot- 
ment will be mailed to farm o- 
perators well in advance of the 
December 15 referendum o n 
1960 crop cotton marketing 
quotas. 

For 1960, as in 1959, two al- 
lotments—Choice (A) and 
Choice (B) will be set for each 
farm, the chairman explained. 
If marketing quotas are ap- 
proved by at least two-thirds 
of the growers voting in the 
referendum, then each farm 
operator may elect a choice as 
to which allotment he wishes 
to comply with in growing his 
1960 upland cotton crop. 

If marketing quotas are not 
approved by the yecessary ma- 
jority, then only the “regular” 
allotments will be in effect, and 
price support on cotton grown 
in compliance with the allot- 
ments will be available at 50 
percent of parity. 

The minimum allotment for 
“old” cotton farms is he smal- 
ler of 10 acres or the farm’s 
allotment for 1958. 


Feed Wheat 

A farmer whose 19606 wheat 
acreage allotment is less than 
30 acres and who has excess 
acres planted at this time may 
want to consider participating 
in the feed wheat program 
next year, Mr. Gunter said. 

Under the feed wheat pro- 
gram, he said, a farmer whose 
application is approved may 
produce up to 30 acres of wheat 
for use on the farm as seed, 
human food, or feed for live- 
stock, including poultry. 


Peanut Referendum 

A national marketing quota 
referendum of peanut growers, 
the first in three years, will be 
held Dec. 15, Mr. Gunter an- 
nounced today. The balloting 
will determine whether or not 
marketing quotas will be in ef- 
fect for the next three crops 
of peanuts. 

If at least two-thirds of the 
votes are favorable, quotas will 
be in effect for the 1960, 1961, 
and 1962 crops of peanuts, pen- 
alties will apply to ‘excess’ 
peanuts, and price supports 
will be available to growers who 
comply with their acreage al- 
lotments at the full level of 
support announced.

Agriculture Census 
Forms Now In Mail 


Questionnaires for the 1959 
Census of Agriculture are now 
in the mail and will be in the 
hands of local farmers within 
a few days, it was announced 
today by Field Director Mere- 
dith A. Bass of the Census Bur- 
eau’s regional office at New 
Orleans. 

The farm census’ guestion- 
naires are being mailed from 
Chicago with the distribution 
timed so that the report forms 
will reach farmers about a 
week ahead of the date when 
census takers will begin the 
field canvass. The advance 
mailing is for the purpose of 
giving farm operators time to 
consult their records before 
filling in the answers required 
by the questionnaires and get- 
ting them ready for the census 
takers to pick up. This proce- 
dure is designed to insure 
greater accuracy of reporting 
and to save time both for the 
farmer and the census taker 
when the latter calls at the 
farm. 

The 1959 Census of Agricul- 
ture Questionnaire is designed 
to provide information on the 
number and size of farms, acre- 
age and harvest of crops, live- 
stock production and inventor- 
ies, selected farm facilities and 
equipment, selected farm ex- 
penditures, farm values, and 
mortgage debt. On the average, 
each farmer is asked about 100 
questions, many of which can 
be answered by simply check- 


“ing “yes” or “no”,

$300 each or better, says the 
magazine. 

Th editors found that Tom 
Finlay, another Coffee Counts 
farmer, likes this soil building 
rotation: Peanuts, oats, or- 
wheat, soybeans. These crops 
work well together, he says, 
and, fertilized and managed * 
properly, they build land. 

He is shooting for nearly 2 
ton of peanuts, 60 bushels of 
oats, and 20 to 25 bushels of 
beans this time.
